Op eration Necessary 
In this condition, the up p er end 
of the esop hagus has not united 
w ith the lower end; hence, an op er­ 
ation m ust be p erform ed to bring 
the two ends together. 
The sooner the op eration is done, 
the better, since the infant, as a 
result of vomiting, m ay breathe m a­ 
terial into the lungs and thus, de­ 
velop p neumonia. 
In addition to 
this, he is unable to receive gny 
nourishm ent; therefore, an op era­ 
tion m ust be p erform ed as soon as 
the diagnosis is m ade and, if p os­ 
sible, by the tim e the baby is three 
day s old. 
Another one of these congential 
m alform ations is known as p y loric 
stenosis. This is a blocking of the 
op ening between th e stom ach gnd 
bowel due to enlargem ent of the 
muscle« . 
This condition 
is also 
treated 
by m eans of an op eration, which 
should be 
carried 
out 
p rom p tly . 
However, it m ay be necessary to 
build up the baby ’s condition by 
the giving of fluids under the skin, 
and injections of whole blood Into 
a vein, before th e op eration Is p er­ 
formed. 
Tissue Grow ths 
The first p a rt of the bowel also 
may become blocked due to con­ 
strictive bands 
of 
tissue 
growth. 
Success in these cases dep ends up on 
how early the diagnosis is mode, 
and up on th e in fa n t’s general con­ 
dition before the op eration is car- 
jried out. 
A nother condition requiring im ­ 
m ediate op eration in babies in most 
cases is known as Intussuscep tion.

cf influence being inv olv ed. But 
he added that, ajthough we all had 
to act together, someone must play 
the hand. 
It seem ad reasonable to him that 
the Russians should deal with tha, 
Romanians and Bulgarians and than 
Britain should deal with the Greek s, 
who were in Britain’s theater of 
operations, were Britain’s old allies 
and for whom Britain had sacri­ 
ficed 46,000 men in 1941. The same, 
he added, was true of Yugoslav ia. 
Mr. Churchill commented that he 
had k ept the President constantly 
informed, but that Britain had been 
playing the hand in Greece and had 
to be v ery careful to play it agree­ 
ably to the Russians. Ev ents, he 
remark ed, mov ed v ery- rapidly in 
the Balk ans. 


to consult ev erybody else before 
tak ing action. Ev ents in the Balk ­ 
ans always outstripped the changing 
situations. 
Mr. Churchill adv anced two ex­ 
amples in which direct action by 
himself had resolv ed situations— 
the mutiny of Greek troops at Eas­ 
ter, and a prospect of trouble in 
Egypt. If Britain had had to con­ 
sult other powers and a system of 
triangular or q uadrangular cables 
had got under way, chaos or im­ 
potence might hav e resulted. 
In the Greek crisis, he comment­ 
ed. the President’s telegrams to him 
had work ed wonders. His agreement 
with the President had been com­ 
plete and the result had been en­ 
tirely satisfactory. He ask ed why 


ing littered throughout the work l. 
He further ask ed why he and the 
President could not k eep thi3 In 
their own hands, considering how 
the*’ saw eye to eye about so much 
of It. 
prime minister finally sug­ 
gested that the arrangement he 
had proposed should hav e a three 
months' trial, following which it 
would be rev iewed by the three 
Powers. 
F. D. R. Acts Alone 
WHEN THIS TELEGRAM arriv ed, 
was resting for a few days at 
Hershey. Pennsylv ania. The Presi­ 
dent, without consulting me or the 
State department, replied the fol­ 
lowing day accepting the prime min­ 
ister’s three months’ proposal, but 
adding that care should be exer­ 
cised to mak e it clear that no post­ 
war dphcrfs of influence were being 
established. 
The President did not inform the 
State department of this action. 
I returned to Washington at this 
juncture. On the day of my return, 
June 12. not k nowing of the Presi­ 
dent’s telegram to the prime minis­ 
ter, we sent the British embassy a 
memorandum which the President 
had prev iously approv ed in which 
we outlined our arguments against 
the proposed Anglo-Russian agree­ 
ment. 
' 
"Still not k nowing of the Presi 
dent's telegram of June 12 to the 
prime minister, I sent him a letter 
on June 17, in which I pointed out 
that Mr. Churchill openly applied 
his proposition to the entire Balk an 
region by mentioning Bulgaria and 
Yugoslav ia, in addition to ftomania 
and Greece, and that he adv anced 
our position in South America as 
an analogy 
“Mr. Churchill’s further exposi­ 
tion of the British case,” I said, 
‘did not ov ercome our objections or 
seem to us to warrant any change 
in our v iews toward this dangerous 
proposal 
I also colled attention to what I 
termed on “extremely disturbing as­ 
pect of this matter”—namely, that 
the British had not discussed! 
proposal of this nature with us 
until after it had been put up to 
the Russians and the latter in­ 
quired whether we had been con­ 
sulted. 
The British Foreign office had 
suggested that the whole proposal 
arose out of a chance remark by 
Eden to Ambassador Gousev , where 
as Mr. Churchill's frank telegram 
of May 21 said plainly that Britain 
had suggested to the Ruseian am­ 
bassador that Britain and Russia 
should agree between themselv es as 
to Romania and Greece. 
The prime minister’s telegram, I 
said, ’indicated that this gov ern 
ment would hav e been faced with 
a concluded spheres of influence 
agreement between the British and 
Russians if the latter had simply 
agreed without raising the question 
of our position. 
On June 28 my attention was 
called to a cable from our ambas 
sador to Qreece, Lincoln MacVeagh 
whose embassy was at Cairo, telhng 
all this efficient direction should 
be brok en up into a committee of us that his British eoileague had 
Britain, he said, followed the lead mediocre officials such as were be- 
informed him that the American 


gov ernment had agreed to the pro­ 
posal. with the prov ision that it 
should be subject to rev iew after 
three months. This was the first 
intimation we had of the Presi­ 
dent’s decision on June 12. 
T wrota the President a letter, 
which went to him the following 
day. enclosing a copy of Ambassa­ 
dor MacVeagh's telegram and ask ­ 
ing him whether any changes had 
been made in our position. 
The President replied on June 30, 
simply enclosing paraphrases or ex­ 
tracts of the messages which had 
been exchanged between himself and 
Mr. Churchill. 
These included the message to 
Mr. Churchill which we had drafted 
in the department and I had sent 
the President on June 17, He had 
dispatched this to the Prime Minis­ 
ter on June 22. In it he said that 
he was a bit worried and so was 
the State department concerning the 
Balk ans. He said that frank ly we 
were disturbed that the British took 
the matter up with us only after 
they had presented it to the Rus­ 
sians and the latter had asxed 
whether we « were agreeable to it. 
He said that in future he hoped 
matters of this importance could 
be prev ented from dev eloping in 
this wag. 
Saw No Wrong 
THE PRIME MINISTER replied 
on the following day, June 23, that 
he could not admit that he had 
done anything wrong. Three people 
in different parts of the world, he 
remark ed, could not work together 
effectiv ely If each had to k eep the 
third informed of any suggestion to 
either of the others. 
He cited as an example the Presi­ 
dent’s message about his conv er­ 
sations with the Premier Ml k ola- 
jczyk of Poland, which the President 
had sent to “U. J.” without inform 
ing Churchill about it. (The Presi 
dent and the Prime Minister oc 
caslonally use the designation ”U 
abbrev iation for “Uncle Joe,” In 
referring to Stalin.) 
Mr. Roosev elt replied to this on 
June 26 by saying that it would 
seem to him that each of them had 
inadv ertently 
tak en 
independent 
steps in a direction which they both 
now agreed was for the time being 
expedient. He emphasized that® ! 
was essential that they should al­ 
ways be in accord on questions 
bearing on the Allied war effort 
He forthwith sent Mr. Churchill 
duplicate of the message he had sent 
Stalin concerning his conv ersation 
with Premier Mlk olajczyk . 
Ev ents fully justified the appre­ 
hensions we entertained ov er the 
Anglo-Russiton arrangement which 
duly enterecP into effect following 
the President’s acquiescence. When 
Prime Minister Churchill and*For 
etgn Secretary Eden went to Mos 
cow in October, 1944, to see Stalin 
and Molotov , they extended the ar 
rangement still further, ev en re 
during to percentages the relativ e 
degree of Influence which Britain 
and Russia Indiv idually should hav e 
in specified Balk an countries. 
Cables from our Embassies m 
Moscow and Ank ara mentioned that 
Russia would hav e a 75/25 or 80 20 
predominance in Bulgaria, Hungary 
and Romania, white Britain and 
Russia would share influence in 
Yugoslav ia 50 50. 
Later the Russians took it for 
granted that by the agreement of 
June, 1944, Britain and the United 
States had assigned them a certain 
portion of the Balk ans including 
Romania and Bulgaria, as their 
sphere of influence. This assump­ 
tion had its untoward effect at the 
Yalta Conference in February, 1945.
